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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1, 3-9, 11-18, and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 , 9 and 16 recite a system, method and computer program with a first, 
second and third tool, however, recites "where the tool is a reticle." It is unclear as to 
which tool the claim is referring to, or whether the claim is referring to all of the first, 
second and third tools. Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 , 3-9, 11-18 and 20 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claims 1 and 9 provide for a first, second and third reticle storages, storing a 
first, second, and third reticle respectively, where the reticles are stored in their 
respective storages as a function of demand data pertaining to a product corresponding 
to the respective tool. Claims 5, 12, and 16 recite a system and method wherein the 
host system determines a first time limit and issues a first transfer command to move 
the first tool from the first tool storage to the second tool storage when the first idle time 
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exceeds the first time limit. Claims 7, 13 and 16 recite a system and method wherein the 
host system determines a second time limit, calculates a second idle time, and issues a 
second transfer command to move the second tool from the second tool storage to the 
third tool storage when the second idle time exceeds the second time limit. These 
limitations, in combination with the other limitations of the claims, were not found in the 
relevant prior art.
